, With the Chinese Army near 
Linfen, Mar. 3. 

I am with the Chinese Army, 
retreating, a little to the south 
of Linfen. I am travelling with 
a machine-gun company of the 
26th Brigade, 10th - Division, 
commanded by General Wei Li- 
huang. The retreat is a result 
of the fall of Linfen, one of the 
strong Chinese strategic points 
north of the Yellow River, whose 
loss has thrown the Chinese 
plans into confusion. 

After the fall of Linfen none of 
us slept for two days, I ‘managed 
to scrape up one bowl of noodles [n 
that time. 

The army Is retreating, but Its 
spirit is not ‘impaired. Several 
generals have told me that their 
troops are still desperately resisting 
and that they plan to fight from the 
mountains. It unthinkable to 
evacuate Shansf, which is the only 
section of the country north of the 
Yellow River where regular Chinese 
armies aro still operating. 

The Japanese cavalry entered Lin- 
fen without encountering resistance. 
The Shansi Government -had fied to 
the west. General Wel Li-huang 
had marched his army 60 miles south 
and was attempting to consolidate a 
new line by this time.

BOMBER CRASHES 
' DISAPPEARS IN 
‘WHANGPOO 


. Shanghai, Mar. 3. 

A Japanese bomber, evidently re- 
turning from an air raid, crashed 
into the Whampoo ‘last evening with 
the loss, it i9 believed, of two of its 
crew of three. 


The story of the crash was 
published in this morning's North 
China Daily News, which obtained 
an eye-witness account from a 
Briton living in Yangtsepoo. For- 
eign observers belleve the pilot was 
wounded and was finally overcome 
within sight of “home” or in the 
‘darkness misjudged his landing: at 
Polnt Island and crashed Into the 
river. ‘The bomber Is belicved to 
be a total loss. : ’ 


Dozens of people on the Bund saw 
searchiights playing on the river 
from Japancso warships, including 
the Idzumo, What wag actually 
happening in the river could not be 
seen from the Bund. 


The Briton said he saw one out 
of what appeared from their naviga- 
tion lights to be slx aeroplanes erash 
{nto the Whangpoo just before the 
Riverside plant of the Shanghal 
Power Company. 


While the searchughts from the 
Japanese warships played on the 
scene, several fast motor launches 
put out from the wharf beside the 
Japanese Consulate General and 
hastened to the spot, They scare 
ched the surface of the river over 
a wide area before returning. Mean- 
while; at the Riverside plant, one of 
‘the aviators managed to struggle 
ashore, Tho other planes in the 
meantime continued on their way 
and reached their base without in- 
eldent.—Reuter.

STEAMER 
HUGE OPIUM HAUL 
MADE’ AT SHANGHAL 
Customs officers are continulng 
their Investigation into the 
seizure of about 1,100 lbs. 
of highgradce oplum, valued ot ap- 
preximately $200,000, on board the 
Ching Navigation Company’s coaster 
‘Sulyaug at Shanghol. The vessel 
was’ searched in midstream by the 
.River Pollee, who discovered the 
narcotic cargo concealed in the conl 
-bunkers, The French Police joined 
in the investigation when the ship 
berthed at the French Bund. Twelve 
Chinese members of the crew have 
-béen detained. ay 

On Friday afternoon members: of 
Crime Branch, Headquarters of the 
Shonghat Municipal Police, while 
raiding for plstols, found nine Ibs. of 
¥unnon opium and seven Ibs, of 
caffe{ne, a non-norcotic _substance 
used for “diluting” opium, in the 
false bottoms of sultcases In the pos- 
seasion of a Chincse woman stopped 
in Fokien Road near Avenue Edward 
VIX. The woman Implilented Chi- 
netc from the steamer, 

Twelve men arrested in connection 
with the scizure appeared beforo the 
. Second Special District Court and 
were remanded. 

REMANDED IN CUSTODY 

The men were stokers and sailors 
of the Sulyaong. None of the men 
was questioned concerning the 
oplum. The court merely recorded 
their names and addresses and hand- 
ed them back Jnto the custody of the 
French Police. The police, how- 
ever, stated that the fact that the 
oplum was found in the bunkers of 
the Sulyang was suMcicent reason 
for holding them. The court agreed 
with this contention and permitted 
the police to retain custody of the 
suspects, .

A landlord - rented his premisca 
about six months ago and after the 
tenant had expended a few hundred 
dollars in alterations and — fittings, 
received notice “to quit and deliver 
the premises" without any  rcason 
whatsoever, Should Jt have been the 
Intention of the landlord to increase 
the rent, the tenant should have been 
given an opportunity. to accept the 
Increase, Instead of which he had to 
underge once again, the fixing of 
new premises, together with all so 
companying inconventences. 


Fortunately, he was able to obtain 
new premises, but should he be 
unable to obtain other premises, 
there does not scem to be any re- 
course than to submit to eviction. 


The writer was also informed of 
another instance whereby the tenant 
on taking over the premises agrecd 
to’ pay the rent monthly {n advance, 
but on receiving notice to quit, de- 
cided to delny payment of the rent 
untll later In the month, when to his 
surprise he was served with a dis- 
tress warrant in the middle of the 
month claiming rent for the full 
month, The warrant was served 
without previous notice of the land- 
lurd’s intention, and apart from the 
fact that he was faced with removal 
expenses, re-fitting of new premises, 
he had to pay the cost of the war- 
rant, etc. . 


Landlords should be more humane, 
The public on the whole, comes from 
the working classes, and on’ taking 
over any premises, the electric 
fittings have to be renewed and 
money spent on a hundred ond one 
ere things which they can ill 
afford. 4 


Another tenant after approximate- 
ly twelve years residence received 
notice to quit, without option. 


It Is evidently thme for Govern- 
ment to step in and take control, or 
puss Immedfate legislation for the 
protection of these unfortunate 
victims.

Back in August last year, I live 
ed in the Happy Valley area, but 
was served a month's notice to quit 
without any option, which I did, and 
hove since found new quarters in 
Wanchal. The first month’s rent I 
paid at the new place was $20 per 
month, but after that I was told 
that on account of water taxes, etc., 
the landlord ‘had to put up his rent 
to $25, which I agreed to pay. If 
thought this was the last of the de- 
mands, but to. my surprise this was 
not to be. For I recelved another. 
Ietter from-my Inandlord yesterday 
agaln increasing my rent to $30 per 
month, and stipulating’ that I de- 
posit a month's rent with him. In 
slx. month's time, a Jump of $10 or 
506% of the old rent and _a.month's 
deposit! Re this deposit business, T 
fall to see why tenants should be 
allowed to be called upon to pay a 
month’s deposit, secing all rents ore 
paid in advance, and the Inndlords 
make it a point of collecting the 
first day it is due.. They have thelr 
redress anyway at the end of the 
month, This fis a glaring example 
of how our Iandlord-vullures cat up 
the poor workman's pay. For I am 
but a poor working man, perhaps 
one of the 859¢ that forms this class 
in the'Colony, and can ill afford to 
pay another five dollars more. -Per- 

ops it might interest the Inndlords 
fo know ‘that the average clerk In 
Hongkong has not received oan in-

DISTINGUISHING MARKS 


Canton, March 2. 

“A general Ictter has been sent out 
by the United States Consul General, 
r, Irving N. Linnell, to all Ameri- 
can citizens within the Canton con- 
sulor district, stating that correspon- 
dence had been held between the 
United States authorities and those of 
Japon on the problem of possible 
damage to American citizens and 
their property. The Japanese au- 
thoritics have requested that oll Ame- 
ticans in the South Chinn . arca 
comply with the following provisions: 

1. That large vertical beacons be 
set up on their propertics clearly 
discernible from a distance on the 
ground in addition to horizontal bea- 
cons previously suggested; 
"2, That the exact location of the 
above mentioned properties. be de- 
fined by strect maps that will be sent 
without delay (through the -Ameri- 
can Consulate) to the nearest Im- 
perial - Army authoritics or 
nearest Japanese Embassy or Con- 
sulate. 


In the letter Mr, Linnell, sald the 
United States Government has made 
it-clear_that it_will hold the Japanese 
Government 
damage done to American citizens 
property whether such property 
has been mapped and identified with 
beacons or not. All claims for re- 
stitution, he suggested in conclusion, 
should include photographs of the 
damage done, . 

Fourth Letter 


This is the fourth Consular Ietter 
on the subject of the Sino-Japanese 
war that Amerleans in the South 
China area have received since the 
middle of last August. It is signt- 
ficant to note. that, while the first 
three were warnings to evacuate, 
this, last letter makes no mention of 
American evucuation from war zoncs.

There were 56 rond acctdents in 
Hongiong during Jast week, resulting 
in four people being killed, and ten 
out of 20 injured being admitted to 
hospital. These figures are contain- 
éd in the official weekly returns of 
traMe accidents. 5 

Of the persons killed, a Chinese 
Imale, aged 21 years, was knocked 
down ond fatally injured by oa pri- 
vate motor car whilst running across 
the rond. . 

A Chinese female, aged 40 years, 
was knocked down and killed by a 
motor cycle whilst walking across 
the rond, ie 

A Chinese'male, aged 46 years, dicd 
from injuries recelved through fall- 
Ing from « moving motor lorry. 

A Chinese boy, aged 8 years, was 
Knocked down and fatally injured by 
a motor cycle whilst running across 
the road. 

Of the persons Injured, nine wera 
pedestrians, who were either walk- 
ing or running across the rond and 
were struck by vehicles. 

Three bus passengers and two 
trpmenr passengers were injured while 
alighting from moving motor buses 
ond tramears respectively. 

One motor cycle driver was in- 
jured through falling from his machine 
whilst in motion. ;

Of the 56 accidents, 21 were col- 
lisions between vehicles; 20 were 
collisions between vehicles and pede- 
strians; and, 15 accidents were due 
to other causes.

Do Not Blamo Thoir - 
General For Loss 


(BY JACK BELDEN) 


With the Chinese Army near 

: F Linfen, Mar. 3. 

Iam with the Chinese Army, 
retreating, a little to the south 
ot Linfen. Iam travelling with 
a machine-gun company of the 
26th. Brigade, 10th Division, 
commanded by General Wei Li- 
huang. The retreat is a result 
of the fall of Linfen, one of the 
strong Chinese strategic points 
north of the Yellow River, whose 
Joss has thrown the Chinese 
plang into confusion. 


After the fall of Linfen none of 
us slept for two days. I mianaged 
to scrape up one bow! of noodles in 
that time. : 


The army Is retreating, but its 
spirit is not impaired. Several 
gencrals have told me that thelr 
troops are still desperately resisting 
and that they. plan to fight from the 
mountains, It’ is unthinkable to 
evacuate Shanst, which is the only 
section of the country north of the 
Yellow River where regwar Chinese 
armies are still operating. 


The Jopanese cavalry entered Lin- 
fen without encountering resistance. 
The Shansi Government had fied ta 
the west. General Wei Li-huang 
had marched hls army 50 miles south 
and ‘was attempting to consolidate a 
new line by this time. Meanwhile, 
Chu Tech, the Communist leader, was 
attempting to create a’ diversion from 
the cast,

Membership bf the soclety costs 
only $12 n yenr, and $100 will pur- 
chase Hfe-membershtp, In 1937 the 
society had only 78 members whose 
subscriptions amounted to $036, unc 
in consequence we found ourselves 
In December with empty pockets, 
and unable even to pay the rents 
and .tchool fees to. which we ‘were 
committed, or to give assistance 
where It wax so badly needed. I am 
‘proud to sny that oa speelal appest 
for funds met with u most gencrous 
and spontancous response, and, with- 
out having: to curtail any of our 
services, 

We find ourselves at the end of 
1037 with a eredit balance of $4,467. 

‘To wt those who so willingly 
tinswered the call of.the society I 
would like to tender our very. sincere 
thant, : : g 

It 1s, however, toe the regular 
» Member and to hls annual subserlp- 
tlon that we feel that we have a 
right to loole for most of otur requirc- 
ments. The subserlption of $1 per 
month cannot be described as exe 
cessive, and how much the Society 
gives for that small sum especially 
to business men and business firms. 
The man or woman who chooses the 
busicst hour of the day ,for the oc- 
ension of a visit: duringg which he 
‘or she pours out a tale of woe and 
no story of dire and undeserved mis- 
fortune may or may not be an 
impostor, What fs certain Is‘ that a 
busy man has not the time to in- 
vestigale the case, und far too often 
the visitor departs with 2 dollar or 
two, paid him, not on the merits of 
his case but, simply to et rid’ of 
him, ; 


_OPEN TO ABUSE 


Such a form of charity ‘is 00d 
neither to the giver nor to the re 
ciplent, and such a system fs mani- 
festly capable of grave abuse. To 
a member of the society we under- 
tnke to Investigate every such case 
and to give the help and rellet 
which is needed. We have the will, 
the Ume ond the machinery for 
thorough investigation in every case, 
and the consequent savings of (ime 
to a busy min fs surely worth more 
than a dollar a month, Join the 
Socicty und then send all such ap- 
plicants for help with a note to our 
Honorary Secretary and we will do 
the rest. Surely in so populous a 
Colony as these 500 annual sub- 
seribers arc not too much to hope 
for. No-one of them would [eel the 
loss of $12 a year, but the resullont 
$6,000 would insure that; our work 
could go on uninterruptedly and 
without further appeals to your 
gencrosity. 

What svork does the Socicty do 
for the poor and necdy? The relicf 
of the poor whether it be cnsual or 
more permanent unfortunately must 
go on, and in times lke these, with 
50 much unemployment in the 
Colony, the cost of necessury relict 
hos greatly increased, Meals’ for 
whole families are_ provided in 


many” cuses,~ rent” has to” be 

pold and compradore's bills for 
necessaries = guaranteed = and paid 
and many children require milk 
which ‘thelr parents have not the 
means to buy'for them. Help of that 

+ description has in 1937 involved us in 
an expenditure of $10,850 and there 
is no immediate likelihood that that 
gure will not be greater in 1938, for 
it has:steadily Increased over the past 
four years, Our other large item of 
expenditure Is on education the cost 
of which in 1937 was $5,500. Here 
the Soclety feels that it is doing really 
helpful and constructive work. It is 
responsible .for the education of 57 
children at ten schools, arid the cost 
of education includes in some coses 
meals for the children. ‘To the Diree- 
tors of these ten schools, particulars 
of which you will find in the annual 
report, we owe very, heartfelt 
gratitude for thelr gencrosity in talk- 
ing these children at reduced fees. 
The cducrtion of the rising genern- 
tion and their proper equipment for 
talting thelr. proper place in the battle 
of life Is n grand work which cannot 
be allowed to cease, 


VARIED FIELD 


Our: other beneficences cover such 

a varied field us cod liver ofl and 

-mualt, hospital expenses, false teeth 
and free or assisted passages; the Jacl 
item, I am happy to say, standing at 
a lower figure than it has attained 
for mony years, 

The Soclety maintains In Kowloon 
n room which js available as n Jody- 
ing for destltute women and children. 
During 1037 ft has been practically 
continually occupied and at times 
two. familles have had to be accom- 
medated In it as best they, and we, 
could arrange. It is a2 most valuable 
ancillary service, in a colony where 
there are no alms houses or worl: 
houses, for the only alternative would 
be the seml-penal house of dceten- 
tion. 

T only, wish we could find some 
seenlthy and philanthropic property 
owner who could place a house at our 
dueposal for this great work. If any 
such hears this appeal we shall be 
only too glad to Jet him see what we

I would 
lke especially to thank our anony- 
mous donor who so kindly gave us 
money for the purchase of shoes for 
children,, We enn never haye too 
many children’s clothes, especially 
b. ys’ clothes. What we chiefly re- 
quire after that is small men’s 
clothes and outsize women's 
clothes, and anyone who pleads 
guilty to celther of these cnate- 
Hories will be doing us a great 
service by sending to us any of 
their discarded garments. But do 
not Ict this speclnl plea deter those 
men who, Mke myself, are well 
‘covered, from sending thelr un- 
wanted sults to us. The Soclety ean 
and will convert such sults into 
clothing suitable for smaller men and 
especially for children. 1 personnlly 
Know of a cuse where’ one sleeve of

HOW FUND'S ARE USED 


The. other matter is the extra- 
erdinarily low ndministrative cost. 
On page 11 of the annual report this 
matter is put most clearly and suc- 
cinctly: “We should like to point 
out that the whole of the funds 
entrusted to the Soclety have been 
dispersed in benevolent worl: with 
the exception of the sum of $350.50 
which has been spent on - printing, 
postnge, necessary additions and re- 
pairs to the furniture in our room 
and the payment of the wages of two 
coolles—the latter amounting to $7 
a month.” 

Let me first say a word ‘about the 
coolics. The sum of $7 a month for 
the wares of two men must strike 
most of.us as inordinately low. In 
our case It is not, one of our ‘coolies 
is an old man, otherwise . virtually 
unemployable, who cleans the stair- 
case leading to the Society's office in 
Ice House Street; the other Js a 
youngster from the Strect Boy’s Club 
who has worked for us in his spare 
time for two years. There is here no 
case of sweated labour. 

We receive, account for and ad- 
minister, some $23,000 a year. The 
method of administration, involving 
as it docs personal contact and know- 
ledge, calls for a very close and con= 
tinuous ‘system of supervision, and 
yet our administration costs are only 
$350 a year or roughly 144 per cent, 
of our income,’ Any Society 
which can show so low a cost 
as this has nothing to, fear 
from public scrutiny. We as a 
Socioty-welcome —it—and—invite—it,- 
for we are confident that those who 
can be induced personally to examine 
our work will be Immediate converts 
to our cause, and even those who 
come to scoff remain to pray, 


LOSS TO SOCIETY.: 


Before I conclude I want to refer 
to the loss which we sustained last 
year by the very untimely death of 
Mr. T. A. Mitchell who did so much 
for the Genera) Charities’ Organlisa- 
tion and never denied‘ us his time 
or his most valuable advice, particu- 
larly in the direction of finding work 
for the unemployed. His death is 
one which we very deeply deplore. 
For long he, single-handed, under- 
took and effictently : carried , out the 
work which Joter was undertaken 
by our mule committee, This com- 
mittee was unfortunately disbanded 
Inst summer, owing to causes which 
we could not control and it has not 
yet been reconstituted, The necd for 
such a committee, especially for deal- 
Ing with applications for help from 
men, is manifest and we shall be 
very klad to hear of volunteers for 
this work, 


Our grateful thanks are due to a 
great number of persons in nddition 
to those to whom I have already ex- 
tended our gratitude. To: all who 
during the past year have generously 
helped us to carry on our work we 
are sincerely thankful, Particularly 


T would like to thank Miss Violot 
Capell who again orgahised a dance 
ingt display which contributed $240 
to our funds; the Press of the Colony 
who have published our advertise= 
ments, our appeal and all ‘the mat- 
ter submilted to them free of all 
charge to the Soclety; antl the Colony 
Police Force who have never failed 
us when we have asked them to ine 
vestigate ecnscs or to undertake the 
arduous duly of attendance at the 
Society's Office on “Mondays and 
Thursdays when applicnnts for re- 
Nef are interviewed and clothing is 
distributed, 


I have very ttle __{o add in con- 
clusion; I earnestly hepe that no one 
who hears these words of mine will 
blame the Society for my personal 
shortcomings. The' cause that I 
plead Js a righteous cnuse and needs 
na special pleading. Io make my 
appeal on behalf of those whom we 
serve, many of whom are our own 
kith and kin, members of our own 
race und colour who through death, 
alckness or other cause beyond thelr 
control have fallen on evil days and 
need help. And what I osk ts 50 
Mtlle. If everyono here to-day would 
undertake to find-s!x new members 
our Ananelal aiMeculties would be!

Los Angeles, Mar, 3, 

The hardest hit town In the Los 
Angeles flood catastrophe is River- 
side, Californin, where 15 people 
were trapped in motor cars and 
drowned When the Santa Ana river 
poured in a deluge over its banks in- 
to the old channel which had not 
been used since 1882. The dead can- 
not yet be counted throughout in 
area affected. : ete 

The town's power was completely 
cut off, and flood victims were 
obliged to cling to tree tops until 
rescued. 

Forty-five people are now estimat- 
ed to have been on the Los Angeles 
river bridge when it collapsed yester- 
day. Ships at sca have been asked 
to search for survivors. : 

Thirty people were rescued In the 
nick of time from an Island in the 
Los Angeles river by an heroic band 
of four men who fought their way 
across the tottering bridge through a 
mile of water. . 

Theatres and churches throughout 
the stricken area are serving to house 
flood refugees.—Reuter, 


LOOTING ADDS TO HORROR 


F Los Angeles, Mint - 
It is reported that looting is adding 
to the horror of the flood. It Js 
estimnted that 45 have been killed 
und 10,000 rendered homeless In one 
part, while the damage caused. by the 
floods is estimated at U.S.$25,000,000. 
Police are investigating the Jootins: 
of stores and homes in South Santa 
Monica, in the vicinity of which are 
the homes of several film. stars. 
Los Angeles has been hit by an 
unprecedented  cloudburst, eleven 
inches of rain falling in four days. 
The Red Cross is caring for 10,000 
refugees at Long Beach, Los Angeles 
and Riverside which are among the 
hardest hit spots. Workers sald the 
refugee problem was becoming “in- 
creasinsfly alarming”, Los Angeles 
stores have closed, but the news- 
papers published according to 
schedule, ‘ 
At Long Beach it is reported that 
11 people were swept Into the sea 


Sand are believed to have been drown- 


ed, when the Los Angeles River 
bridge was washed out. Ten perished 
at Riverside when the Santa Ana 
River dam burst. There is devasta- 
tlon over more thon 30,000 square 
miles, the storm area having extended

50 BELIEVED DEAD 


_ Over’50 persons are feared to have 
perished and scores of others are 
missing in the Southern California 
floods which are described os the 
worst disaster to strike the west coast 
of America. since the earthquake at 
Les Angeles in 1933. 

It is thought possible that the 
bodies of some of the missing have. 
been washed out to sea, or burled 
under landslides, 

Further rainfall ts expected, and 
there js no immediate hope of

: Washington, Mar. 3. 
In summing up the conduct of the 
State Department during the last five 
years, Mr. Cordell Hull, Seeretary of 
State, reiterated that the United States 


would joln in a common movement j. 


for the reduction of armaments, but 
she Intends to continue an “ndequate 
defence programme in the face of 
world unrest anct warlike prepara- 
tlons.” A 


The country demanded “scrupu- 
lous” respect of the rights of nations 
abroad, and favoured continuation of 
the good-nelghbour policy. 


He sald the Adminlstratlon would

Increased. | 
Unemployed | 
Benefits 
Minister Of Labour 
Outlines Revisions 


London, Mar. 3. 

Increases in the rate of unemploy= 
ment insurance benefit and other 
toncessions to contributions wero an- 
nounced by the Minister of Labour 
in the House of Commons. to-day. 
He sald the report of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Statuary Committee 
upon the financial condition of the 
unemployment fund recommended, as 
yegards the general account that 


‘|there should be on increase from nine 


to 10 shillings in the weekly rate of 
benefit in respect of wives and other 
adult dependents, and an increase in 
ihe maximum perlod of benefit to 
which contributors with good In- 
surance records were entitled. 


The cost of these concessions was 
estimated at £15,000,000 per annum, 


and was recoverable Jn part by re- 


payment of £20,000,000 of debts out 
of reserve. As regards the Agricul- 
tural account, the committee re- 
commended that the waiting period 
should be reduced from six to three 
days, that the joint weekly rate of 
contribution in respect of contribu- 
tors of 18 years and upwards should 
be reduced by one halfpenny for cach 
party, and that the weekly rate ot 
benefit for the young from 18 to 21 
should be raised from 10/6 d to 12/6d.
